PRICES DROP AGAIN. 


Record Under Pre-War 
Level, 


The Finanelal Times index num- 
ber for June Is, based on 10929, 86.0, 
ox 2,2 per cent. below the level of 
the preceding month, - This rgpre- 
sents a new post-War low record, 
Compared with June, 1929, it has 
fallen by 2.4 per cont., while related 
to’ the post-War base of 1928-29 it 
is 84.9. Since 1913 it has risen by 
only 118 per cent, 

Foodstuffa have (allen since May 
by 2.2 per cont, and during the past 
your by 9.7 per cent. The current 
Index is 36.1. Materials have alsa 
fallen since May by 2.2 per cent. 
ut during the past year their de- 
¢hine was one of 13.6 per cent. Their, 
index is now 86.4. 

Out of the nine group Index num- 
bers, one, meat, ig unchunged a4 
compared with May, Three more, 
namely fron and steel, fuel and mis- 
cellancous mateytals—have fallen by 
1 per cent. or less. The remaining 
five have fatlen by over 3 per cent. 
Individual commodity movements 
since May include 15 advances, of: 
which three are over 5 per cent, and 
one over 10 per cent, Twenty com- 
modities are unchanged, while de- 
clines number 40, of which 16 are 
over 5 per cent. and four over 10 
per cent, 

Producers ‘id Prices, 

Thus/the decline in| commodity 
prices has continued, and In no less 
than 20 out of the 76 items com- 
prised in this index number prices 
are now below thelr 1919 level. It 
seems dificult to believe that prices 
in general can fall much tower, 
simply because . producers, whose 
selling prices are now so far below 
their working costs, cannot carry on 
indefinitely on so Unkatleinctory’: Fy 
basis. 

In addition to the various organ- 
ixed schemes for restricting produc 
tion, which may or may: not succeed, 
countless Individual producers must 
already be feeling that the game fs 
not worth the candle, This Is bound 
td have its effect upon the supplies 
of primary commodities and so upon 
their prices. 

At the same time, there is as yet 
no definite evidence that the fall in 
privesy has ceased, and if this year's 
harvests prove abundant, there is 
nothing in sight to arrest the fall. 
Again, every fresh producer who 
yoes out of business means another 
loss to trade, and the disnppenrance 
of another bit of purchasing power. 
Tho fact is the world ¥s still passing 
throgh a major trade depression. 
and the end 1s not yet tn alght. 

Recovery Essentials. 

For a recovery two things are 
needed: One ig the absorption of 
the world’s surplus stock of com- 
modities, . and while there is an 
assumption that this may not be so 
difficult 1 matter as it appenra to be 
at present, there is no evidence one 
way or the other that it is yet taking 
place. 

The other, which to some oxtent 
must awnilt the first, is the rise of 
the wholesale prices of primary pro- 
ducts to a level in better agreement 
with current production costs. It 
is the wide margin between the two 
that accounts for much of the 
world’s troubles to-day, and a re- 
covery In wholesale prices js the/ 
practleable way of reducing that 
margin to more reasonable propor: 
tions, So far that recovery has 
failed to materialise.

OVERSEAS SETTLERS. 


Increased “Number of 
Assisted Passages. 


The report for 1929 of the Over- 
reas Settlement Committee fasued 
on June 13 opens with the obser- 
vation that as the whole of the 
general policy of the Governments 
of the Empire regarding oversea 
settlement will presumably: be 
discussed at the forthcoming Im- 
perlal Conference, it has been 
thought desirable to confine the 
report to-a statement of events in 
1929, 

The numbers ngsisted to pro- 
ceed .overscas - under the Empire 
Settlement Act incrensed from 
47,856 In 1928 to 72,213 last yeay. 
There was a decrease in migration 
to Australia and to Now Zealand, 
but a substantial increase in the 
movement to Canada. The com- 
mittee ascribes this increase tr 
the beneficial effect of the apecial 
£10 ocean rate to Canada for Bri- 
tish migrants, 
duced at the beginning of 1929. 
Last year-66,568 British migrants 
went to Canada, as compared with 
46,709 In 1928, u gain of 43 per 
cent. 

The introduction of the. £10 
rate, plus the effect of the res- 
triction imposed by the Canndian 
Government last year (which Is to 
be maintained in still more dras- 
tic form this year) on immigra- 
tion from central and southern 
European countries, resulted [n 
what the report describes as a 
remarkable change in the propor- 
tion of British to foreign immigra- 
tion to Canada. 

The figurea for 1928 were: 
From Great Britain, 65,848; from 
forelgn countries other than 
U.S.A., 81,001. 

The figures for 1928 were: From 
Grent Britain, 65,716; from for- 
elgn countries other than U.S.A., 
64,378. 

The settlement of 8,000 familics 
cn farms in Canada which enme 
into operation in 1924. was com- 
pleted during the year, Of the 
3.448 familles who salled, under

The deed was .a glorious one, 
redounding to the sanguine, eager 
aplrit of younk America; its adyent 
was as aurprising ss its measure, 
Allison is high up on his country's 
ranking lathe is No, 7—and has 
upset: the prophets before, notably 
when he put out George Lott from 
the American champlonship last 
year, But until June dd a place 
us oa) “World-beater” — (beloved 
phrase in his 6wn country) had not 
been assigned to him; his grent- 
ness, indeed, was thought to lie 
ahead rather than in’ the present. 

Which only serves to prove that 
lawn tennis, Hke Nfe itself, is 
lurgely a matter of opportunity. 
Finding Cochet without the urge 
of victory, shorn, Indeed, of nearly 
all his magic skill—he was like a 
six-cylinder car attempting to 
climb a hill on four—Allson took 
occasion by the hand and did not 
falter or fail until his fame was 
sealed, ‘ , 

Allison had everything — that 
Cochet lacked—n fast and pene- 
trating service, steady and pur- 
poseful ground shots, o fine judg- 
ment In selecting the following-in 
ball, sharp and decisive volleys, a 
capacity to ignore such demoralis- 
ing incidents as* a footefault 
penalty on a second service. Out 
of these ingredients his dominn- 
{ion over the champion was steadi- 
ly moulded; {t was essentially a 
victory for superior moral. and 
physien) qualities, of zeal over in- 
difference. ,

The sets were al) similar in 
structure and carried with almost 
identical scores. The second was 
the critical set for the young 
Americnn, He had reached 5—2 
and adyanced to a set ball. Jt 
eluded his grasp—his clutch ap- 
peured a little timid. In the next 
xame, with Cochet serving, he had 
two more set points. Again he had 
a temporary: lapse, und again the 
onlooker thought of Cochet'a cat, 
like capagity for escaping disaster. 

When at five-four Allison cross- 
ed over to serve at the sunny end 
one felt that he must do it now 
or never, The Texan delivered two 
fine balla; his thirty-love. looked 
promising, Then in the next rally, 
racing to the “surround” to recover 
a Cochet winner, he was forced te 
leap on to the ball-refrigernting 
box and then, over the barrier and 
into a spectator’s lap in order to 
avoid an ugly fall. This Borotrs- 
‘tie feat, instead of brenking the 
thread of thought, put more dar- 
ing into his soul. He served oa 
beautiful ace to take the lend at 
forty-fifteen, and was out in the 
next paint. ‘ 

In the third act, although react- 
ing alightly and losing aome of his 
pice off the ground, Allison de- 
elined to yield any territory. He 
wna led three two, but, In spite 
of a foot-fault, levelled the score 
and was s00n soaring upward 
He was helped ot the atage 
by the complete inability ‘of the 
champion to mnke a clean passing 
shot. Cochet’s backhand had 
neither fire nor finish; under tho 
intensive pressure of the American 
it wns a weapon to weep over. The 
end came rapidly slmost ns if 
Cochet desired to hasten it. He 
made, one magnificent lob-volley in 
the sdventh game;.it was merely a 
winter swallow. More eriap, dar- 
ingly-angled volleys by Allson, 
frome laose returns from hia op- 
ponent—and the hero of Wimble- 
don for the past two years had 
fallen from his pedestal.

Dbably because he has never quite 
recovered from tho lassitude which 
followed hia Oriental tour of Inst 
winter—Cochet was without that 
essontial. :

Tho trouble camo when a ‘‘dis- 
tinguished Georginn official” stood 
up and made the most rousing 
speech of the evening.-

CRIME DETECTION. 


Proposed International 
Laboratory. 


Mr. Henry T. F. Rhodes, in an 
article on “Forensic Chemistry” in 
the current issue of the Pollce 
Journal (Philip Allan, Ga, net), 
discusses the suggestion that an 
international criminological tabora- 
tory should be set up undor the 
auspices of the Lengue of Nations 
a recommendation which has re- 
* celved a great deat of support in 
France and Germany. 

it ja recognised on all hands, he 
writes, thut the select minority of 
criminals who work on a large scale 
use thoroughly scientific methods. 
The science of detection, it {a true, 
is always a Mittls ahead of the law 
brenker, but It would be rash to 
nesume that ét automatically enjoys 
the privileye. 

Although the pereentnge of un- 
detected crime is low, it remains 
. -true that muil robbery, forgery, and 

even murder can bo so scientifically 

performed as to make possible the 
escape of some or all of the authors. 

And Sf they do not escapo; detecttion 

may be considerably delayed. 

This factor ls of great import- 
ance. In tho case of largo scale 
robbery and forgery where large 
financtal interests may bo involved, 
it Ia imperative that the solution be 
arrived nt with Ienst possible de- 
Iny. 

This ts especlally true in regard 

. to forgery. Here it may not be- 
come evident for somo timo that a 
crime haa been committed at all, 
but with overy day [t passes un- 
detected, incrensing injury is dono 
to the community. Forensic 
chemistry has made great strides in 
thio direction, although its practical 
application has not recelved suf- 
ficfent nttention In England; but it 
1s for the-forenale chemistry of tho 

future-to’mnko forgery, if not im- 

posalble, nt lonst lesa popular a 

crimo than ft Is at present. 

The value of international co- 
operation to accomplish these things 
cannot be  oxaggerated, .. . Tha 
problem of crime, whother of datec- 
{ion, provention, or cure cannot be 
grappled with fundamentally until 
it {s conaldered from an interna- 
tonal polnt of view. 

That {deal could not bo better 
reilred than by the foundation of 
an International head-quartora 
where phystologinta, psychologists, 

and chomints of all natfons could 
werk together for the advancement 
of n selence upon which civilisation 
so much dopends..

WAR SLANG.

Those avo “loll Songs,” and they |. 


came inte existence in thia way, 
The men carried, of course, in thetr 
heads many popular, songs; they 
heard others nt concerts behind the 
lines. Now and thon one man would 
give tho words a twist, usually 
sardonic, while singing thom again, 
and {f that change hit the fancy, 
others ' would take it up on the 
march, someone perhaps adding an- 
other line. Thus a new song would 
be gradually composed. Much de- 
pended upon the tune to which thoy 
wero sung. . Hymn.tunes were often 
chosen, and.if you elng, lamentably 
and low, to the alr of “Lead, Kindly 
Light,” these simplo words: 

@Ve'vo had no beer, 

We've had no beer to-day, 

We've had no beer! 

We've had no beer, 

No beer at all to-day, 

We'vo had no beor, 

We've had no baor to-day! 
you will find that they will gain 
something they do not possess in 
print. ‘And if In place of beer you 
imagine the singers substituting 
whatever article happened at tho 
moment to be most sadly Incking, 
you muy feel how soothing this song 
was to aing. The following words 
wore often sung with great gusto to 
the tune of “Auld Lang Syne”: 

We're ‘hero 

Beenuse 

We're here 

Because 

Wo're here 

Becnuse we'ro here. 
For many really had only the 
vaguest iden why they were “there.” 
One of the most popular war songs 
of all ran as follows :— 

I’ want to go home, ' 

J want to go home, 

I don’t want to go in the tranches 

no more, s 

Where whizz-bangs and shrapnel 

they whistle and roar. 

Take me aver the sea 

Where the Alleyman can’t get at 

me. 

Ol ny, 

J don’t want to die, . 

J want,to go homes. , 

Mocking at Themselves. 

The editors point out that such 
SONYS us express war-wariness have 
in them algo an clement of irony 
directed against the singér himself, 
Those which enjoyed Insting popu- 
larity had their origin after the 
romantic view of the war faded. 
Their moving quality ([terary 
quality they seldom possess) fs due 
to the fact that, whilesthey mock at 
heroles, they also poke fun at the 
soldier's own desire for peace and 
rest. They prevented this’ longing 
getting the better of him. These 
gongs were really “strong bulwarks 
ngninst defaltisme,” but this mood 
of seif-depreciation and ironical 
self-pity was scldom understood by 
our Allies or our enemies, 

At the beginning of the war & 
yood many patriots tried their hand 
at writing marching songs for 
soldiers, They never succeeded. 
The difference between those which 
the men wrote for themselves and 
those whieh enthustastic admirers 
of their gallant spirits composed for 
them, Je marked. Here is one writ- 
ten by a sergeant in tho Gordon 
Highlanders ;— : 

Send out the Army and the Navy, 

Sond out the Rank and the File 

(Havo a banana!). 

Sond out the brave Territorlals, 

They easily can runa mile , 

(I don't think). : 

Send out the boys of the girl’s 

brigade, 
“They will keep old England free. 

Send out my mother, my sister 

and my brother, 

But for Gawd’s sake don’t send 


me. 
“A, C. AZ’ protested when this song 
found ita way into print that if that 
were really o soldier’s idea of a 
marching song, “his only laureate 
must be the.village idiot.” Tho 
next four yoars probably brought 
"A,C.A.” understanding, but, if not, 
the majority of these songs which 
Mr. Brophy and Mr. Partridge havo 
collected must strike him also as 
lays of a village fdfot. 
“The Old Barbed Wire.” 

Satire directed at the military 
system Is faintly audible in many 
of them, but discipline provented its 
frank expression, and it usually 
touk the form of making thelr 
officers figure ns comic shirkers, a5 
they do, for Instance in ‘“Tho Old 
Barbed Wire,” which is tho best 
song of the lot:—

saints on carth have desired the 
bonefits of paradise,” celebrations of 
drink and other comforts; nongonso 
and burleeque; and, Inastly, sex 
ribaldry. 

Ribaidry and Bad Language, 

Tho best of the burlesgues is tho 
famous ballad “She was Poor, but 
sBhe was Honest,” which must be 
sung with a Cockney whinc, This 
was, I think, a pre-war travesty of 
sentimental old-fashioned music hall 
songs. It was popular in the Army. 
But tho satirical tone of it may be 
inferred from the following verse: 

Seo the little country cottage 

Where her ‘sorrowlrg parenta 

live: y 

Though they drink the fizz sho 

sends them, 

Yet they never can forgive. 

‘The preface contains an éxcellent 
discourse on ribaldry, and soldiers’ 
ribaldry in particular. a 

The soldier sang not only to 
express the joy of well belng or 
to conjure himsclf out of the 
dumps, but to express in an in- 
direct and impersonal fashion 
affording good protection for his 
shamefacedness, his sentiment, 
especially his sentiment about his 
home and about his wife or girl. 

- It was only tha modern British 
terror of emotion which prevented 
him from making up. his own 
songs on these themes. Again, 
the soldier ved in enforced 
celibacy,-and saw no women for 
months on end. Ho lived unna- 
turally under great: physical and 
“nervous strains, and his sexual 
desire becamo , morbid, dammed, 
stagnant and turbulent by turns. 

Tho cditors add that, contrary to 
what is generally suppoted, nly a 
small proportion of the songs are 
improper in subject or in language. 
“In this way,” ‘they write, “they 
differ from the normal conversation 
of soldiers amongst themselves, 
which was technically obscene in al- 
most every sentence.” The obscenity 
was merely technical, because the 
words were used mechanically. They 
go on to make a judicious observa- 
tion upon the -voenbulary of 
obscenity. There are words which, 


owing to their brutal savour, are]- 


used for cursing, and words relating 
to phyalcal functions, which, though 
coarse, are neither blasphemous nor 
sadistic. “Convention at present 
debars them from polite conversa- 
tion, but there would bo no corrup- 
tion of morals if they were ad- 
mitted.” This is 2 distinction which 
any wise censorship 
would keop in mind. With regard 
to the first kind of words, they 
surmise that thelr “very ugliness 
satisfied, because war—hated con- 
sclously or subconsciously — was 
ugly. The obscenity satisfied, be- 
cause the words: blasphemed sex, 
even as war blasphemed life, which 
is the child of scx,” In the Glossary 
of Warslang which makes up the 
rest of the book all such words are 
omitted. 
Soldiers’ Slang. . 
Naval and military slang is fed 
from several sources, forelgn -Ian- 
guages, technicalities, useful. abbre- 
viations, slum slang, of which that 
odd phenomenon, “rhyming slang,” 
forms ‘a part. Our soldiers and 
sailors have served in many parts 
of the world, and wherever they 
have beon thoy have picked up words 
and pronounced them anyhow. These 
words they have continued to usa 
long after their 
been forgotten. Arabic, Russlan, 
Turkish, Hindustani, French, Chin- 
ese, Spanish, have contributed to 
soldier and sailor slang. ‘Blighty,’ 
for example, is n corruption of tho 
Hindustani word Belati, home; 
Pronto, hurry up, is a Spanish word 
of the same moaning, and dates 
from the Peninsular War. In 1926 
Mr. Edward Fraser and Mr, John 
Gibbons made o Jarger dictionary 
of Soldter and Sailor Words and 
Phrases (Routledge, 12s, 6d.). They, 
too, omitted the bad words and 
phrases. You see, like the: two 
ladles who congratulated Dr. John- 
son on the chastity of his dictionary, 
I looked for them; but I-cannot con- 
gratulate the modorn lexicographers 
so sincerely. Tho great majority of 
the obacene or profano expressions 
are only trivial ant dirty, and are 
rightly omitted, but among thom 
are soma phrases which show the 
Inventive vigour of tho popular 
imagination at its Shakespearean 
best.

gratted. “To beotle off,” for example 
(Air Force sinng), suggesting the 
hurr and buzz. of the cockchafor. 
“Got you taped,” meaning I’vo taken 
your measure, was too good to lose, 
and so waa “a rainbow,” an ironical 
term meaning a reinforcemont or 
recruit arriving after the storm is 
over.. I missed also, “to chuck a 
chest” or “to ‘throw one’s weight 
about” (to swagger) and “Who 
pulled your chain?" a question In- 
tended to anub someone intruding on 
n-conversation. “To rend a shirt” 
(to search for lice) has the genuine 
imaginative touch—thnt phrase, too. 
I missed. But such omissions are 
small matters in a book which gives 
us so much. 

The Test of Good Slang. 

Of course, most of the slang 
created during the war orlginate In 
attempts to talk French,’ ‘Napoo” 
(no more, all gone, finished), 
“You'ro late, breakfast napoo,” Is, 
of course, derived from Jl 2'y. a pag 
do plus, a phrase with © which our 
men were only too sadly familiar. 
It could also be used In contexts, 
which made It clear that it meant a 
particular articlé much in domand. 
A cottager who had oggs to sell, if 
not asked for “erfs,” would, when 
asked for two “napoos,” probably 
produce eggs, and at an estaminet a 
request for “napoo” would usually 
procure a ginss of wine. A “bongo 
boosh” Sa an obvious and mild cor- 
ruption: Spirits being forbidden at 
the front, the usual way of getting 
round the difficulty was to ask for 
cafe avec, finally “avec? came to 
stund a3 2 general term for alcohol. 
These, “Alley at the toot” (Allez 
tout’ de suite), “Japan” for du 
pain, and similar corruptions are 
not likely to live long; indeed, I 
should be surprised If they aré still 
alive. The test of good | slang ‘is 
that it ultimately creeps into the 
dictionary.—Sunday Times, 


PROMINENT GERMAN GENERAL. 


General Friedrich von Bernhardi 
whose denth was recently reportec 
from Berlin was born in November 
1849, at Petrograd, where his 
father, Theodor, the historian, was 
Counsellor at the German Embassy. 
He was educated in Germany anJ 
entered the Hussars in 1869, 

In 1870 he was promoted and 
took part in the Franco-German 
War. \ From 1875 to 1877 he at- 
tended the War Academy and ‘in 
1879 joined the General Staff. 
After serving with a Uhlan regi- 
ment, he returned to the General 
Staff end became military attache 
ot Berne.and In 1894, ao Licutenant- 
Colonel, commanded the Baden 
Dragoons. : 

In 1897 ho was appointed Chief 
of Staff to the 16th Army Corps 
under Count Haseley. Two years 
luter he became head of the Mill- 
tary History Section of tha Great 
General Staff and ao lecturer in the’ 
War Academy. 

His ‘next steps were: 1900, 
Major-General, 3ist Cavalry Bri- 
gado, Strassburg; 1904, 7th Divi- 
aion Magdeburg; 1908, General, 7th 
Army Corps, Munster. A year 
later he was put on the Reserve 
List. i 

Even during hia active service 
he became known os n writer on 
military matters. Among his 
works were: “Our Cavalry in the 
Next War’ (1918), “Organization 
and Training of Cavalry for Mo- 
dern War", (1907) and "Thoughta 
on the Reform of the Cavalry Re- 
gulations” (1903). 

After his retirement he. took up 
literary work with great .cnerzy, 
his beat known book being “Ucr- 
many and the Noxt War’ which 
appeared in 1912, Especially after 
the World War breke out, this 
effusion attracted much attention 
in the Entente countries, whoro ft 
vas rogarded as proof of Ger- 
many's eagerness for an offenalve

‘the Evolution of the Dragon.’ 
Poasibly this is due to the’ fact 
that the views themselves have 
become more crystallized in Prof. 
Smith's own mind, But more pare 
tleularly so we think because the 
carlier problem —the whole 
-Drayon problem—is very diMcull 
for an explanative treatment apart 
from undue hypothesis, owing to 
our colossal ignorance and the 
immense hiatus in our know 
ledge. 
It required unbounded courage 
‘to tackle the subject at all. 
There have been several first 
elosa anthropologists who have 
aiven thelr reasons ‘or dissentini: 
from the views of Prof, Elliot 
Smith. And they are’ not to be 
trented Ilghtly, They witl prob- 
ably have much to say on this 
work. They have even more to 
say in criticism of Prof, Smith's 
great henchman, Prot, Perry, who, 
to any the least of it, seems al- 
ways very much more open to 
criticium than Prof, Smith him- 
self, 
A Personal Feeling. 
Our own personnal feeling is

hypotheala, And though wo could 
Not accuse Prof. Perry or Prof. 
Smith of any auch method we 
sometimes fect in reading them 
that they have quite unconacloia-

thelr theory silp into a promf{n- 
ent place in thelr minds to tho 
omfasion or exclusion of thoso 
facta which are uscless or un- 
workable on thelr theory. 

In this book, for Instance, great 
emphasis ‘is Infd on barley and 
tecomlartly on wheat, but partl- 
tularly’ on’ barley as the: enriicst 
cultivated xrain, Its suggestive 
shape, ite resemblances’ to the 
cowrle shell, and its life-giving 
properties aro pointed out as the 
cause of this.

It never seems to 
have occurred to him In thmes of 
plenty to save food for the lcan- 
er times in the future.” As 
many diferent species and even 
phyla In the animal kingdom 
have learned to do this we can- 
not sea why ft might not have oc- 
curred to diferent groups of men 
to do It alyo. Ant the fact that 
ong or two special peoples as the 
Australians did not do it is not 
sufficient basis to build upon. 

Prof. Elliot Smith seems to 
hove decided Jn his own mind 
that the domestication of plants 
was prior to the domestication 
of animals, and‘ that both domes- 
tications were for the’ utilitarian 
ends they now’ serve.

Gratuitous “ Views ”- on . China, 


T is time that Reuter should cease giving.free “putts” to 


tee 


what the 

‘ London Times says every now and again. on. the situation in 
China. During the week Reuter thought fit to put the Press of the 
Colony to the trouble of publishing over one hundred words of what 
the Times thought fit to say in a leading article about Chinn, with 
special reference to the extrality negotiations and the recent Red 
risings in which foreigners suffered both in lives and property. , 

These comments wero almost, by a coincidence and nothing 
more, an echo of what the China Mait had to say on the same sub- 
ject two'days previously. They summed ‘up what every sane newas- 
paper in the Orient hag been-emphasiaing ever since extrality nego- 
tiations synchronised with outrages by bandits, Communists, and 
pirates. If there had been nothing of greater interest to telegraph 
all this way from Home, what the Times deigned to write on the 
subject of China could well have kept till the mail papers brought 
us the text of the leader by which Reuter lays so much store, 

This is the kind cf service for which the Government of Hong 
Kong is paying over $30,000 a year of the public money in a year 
when it has appointed a Retrenchment Committee'to consider what 
savings can be effected in the working of the various Government 
Departments. . There is renson to believe that the reason given by 
the Government for frittering away this large sum annually is be- 
‘cause it desires an accurate service of news cables, , That reason 
may have carried a little welght before the inauguration of the 
British Official Wireless Service about four or fivo years ago; but, 
even then, the Government could have obtained ‘the identical news 
through the medium of the evening and morning nowspapérs with. 
out sacrificing over $80,000 of the ratepayera’ money. 

If the Retrenchment Committee is honest in its desire to give 
full effect to the terms of reference entrusted to it, as there la not 
the slightest reason to doubt, the axe ought to be applied to a 
costly cabled news service which the Government can very well afford 
to be without. “te g 

Recently the China. Mail was termed “impudent” for daring to 
take Reuter to task for cabling the views of.a London paper at length 
in regard to Chinese questions. But it Is ensy to rush into print 
with wild cpithots when thera {s assailed a paper whoso agency and 
correspondentship may he, for all we know to the contrary, held in 
the same office as that of tho protestants.

Picture Hats And Silk 
Pyjamas, 


Tho Paria fashion’ expert of the 
London Dally Telograph writes: | 

“Sporta for sport’s sake” ls a 
dofinito fashion rule this Summer. 
It makes very Httte difference, ox- 
copt for colour, whether you are o

The trip took 
twenty minutes, Normally the Solar 
Star should have docked at Kowloon 
at about 5.18 and left again for 
Hong Kong at 6.20 leaving that end 
subsequently for the matnland at 
BNO!”

Those Dangerous 
Trams! 


“Most of those who have had any 
considersblo road = experionco are 
convinced that one of the most 
fruitful sources of danger pnd pos: 
siblo accident Is tho tram. This 
railbound machine is now an 
anachronism,” says The Commer- 
clal Motor. “Not only doos it ob- 


struct traifle but, In somo Instances, 
it takes on and discharges its pas- 
aongers In tho highway, whore thoy 
althor hold up oncoming traffic or 
danger. 
Some municipalities have in ‘force 
by-laws :to provent vehicles from 
Passing stationary trams, and al- 
though one can seo the force of tho 
objection to permitting the frea 
clreulation of traffic on tho near 
slde of a tram, yet this ia but one 
more proof that the vehicle Is un- 
sulted to modorn traffic conditions. 

“Tho diffictiltles. in respect of the 
huge capital which Is bound up In 
tramway undertakings has to be 
considered, but it is strongly urged 
that, wherever it be in any way 


| possible, trams should be replaced 


by a tiore flexible type of vehicle, 
such as the trolley-bus or the self- 
propelled bus. No extensions to 
trannway track should be counten- 
anced, and tramway-track renewals 
ona big acalo should be discouraged.

“The recent regrottnble accident 
on the Great North Road In which 
Mr. H. D. Roome, an ominont lawyor 
and an experienced and caroful 
driver, recelved injurlos from which 
he dled: subsequently, directs atten- 
tion to the danger ef a burst tyro,” 
anys The Motor. “To judga . by 
howspaper reports: of the Inquest, 
the coroner appears to havo dis- 
couraged the jury: from enquiring 
into the technical causes of the 
accident. This scoms unfortunate, 
aa a lesson of value to all rond usérs 
might well havo been learnt. How- 
evor, it {a clear that a noar-side reac 
tyre burst with a loud report, and 
that thereafter tho car swerved and 
overturned on to the graus, both 
oecupants being thrown out. 

“Tho sudden drag produced on 
one side of a car by a burst tyre 
always tends to set up a asivorve, 
but in the caso of a rear tyre this 
{a usually ensy to control {f the 
driver has o firm yip on the wheel 
and if the rond be dry. Thore fs 
always the danger, however, that 
even an experienced driver will 
instinctively and forelbly apply the 
brakes when started by tho report, 
No evidence appears to have been 
given on this point, but if braking 
did follow the burst it would at once 
lock the wheel carrying the deflated 
tyre and’ would accentuate the 
awerve..to. a marked extent. This 
theory Is supported by ovidence 
siven to the effect that skid: marks 
could plainly be seen on the road; a 
freely rolling wheel does not ‘leave’ 
warks of this kind. The flnal over- 
turning was no doubt due to the 
swerving car hitting the grass 
verge. 

“No evidence appears to have 
been given concerning the condition 
of the tyre which failed; it may 
have been old and worn, or, if now, 
may have been Incorrectly fitted. 
Enquiries into these matters would 
not, of course, have. affected the 
verdict, and it was presumnbly for’ 
thia reagon that they ware not made. 
Nevortheless, they might have en- 
abled iessons. to be learnt which 
would have helped drivers to guard 
against the possibility of accidents 
of this character.” 4 


proof.” There are four signal 
lights on each: Red (stop), green 
(go), a yellow arrow (indicating 
that traffic may turn off), and the 
‘amber warning Ight which must, 
because of the sivitching arrange- 
ment, come on for a few seconds 
before the ‘red Hight is changed to 
the green or vice versa. 

Thus, traffic proceeding over tho 
Bridge in the direction of High 
Street will be unable to proceed 
atralght on into High Street If tho 
red Hght Is showlng but if the 
yellow arrow fs on at the same time 
(it points to the right) cars and 
other vehicles will be able to turn 
off into Connaught Drive.

To 
produce the samo result the signal 
would rend: green light and arrow. 
A subsidiary switch would turn on 
tho red light only on the sfgnal 
facing High Street ao that all trafilc 
from that direction would bo held 
up.

It is not often nowadays that accl- 
dents can bo attributed to failures 
duc to bad design; most of those 
for which the vehicles thomaclves 
are responsible sro caused by ma- 
chincs boing run {na state of 
disrepair. 

“It is highly probable that one of 
the results of the pnasing of tho 
Road Traffle BNI will bo that every 
vehicle—whother it be for public 
service or goods transport—will bo 
subjected perlodically to official in-. 
spection, Some of tho vehicles atill 
in service are so badly kopt that the 
surprising fact ig that they run at 
all, Such vehicles are not only. a 
danger to themselves but constitute 
a danger to others, and there fa little 
excuse for permitting them on the 
road, for they. cannot be operated 
with any regard to offlclency or 
economy.” 3

CAR’S ORIGIN. 


Earlier Self-Propelled 
Vehicles. 


It is a little surprising to find 
that the iden of transportation in 
self-propelled vehicles over ordin- 
ary ronds in nt Jonat five conturles 
old, and that practical demonstra- 
tions of sutomobitos have been 
made for a8 much as: 160 years, 
One of tho ecarliost ovidoncer of 
‘man's attempt to overcome dis- 
tance in self-propelled vohicles is 


| found In pietorint records dating 


from about’ 1430, ° The idea’ had 


{been suggested even earller, but 


the practical form was 4acking. 
Tn alf probability the picture re- 
cords of that carly date represent 
nothing more than diagrams of an 
iden by some ingenlous individual 
and it is ‘untikely that he ever 
constructed n vehicle to demon- 
strate his plan, From time to time 
others advanced similar fdeas 
which were doomed to failure. 

Three-Wheeled Carrtage, 

It remained for Joseph Cugnot ot 
France: to invert jn 1769 9 three- 
which actually 
moved a load-in addition to its own 
weight. This carriage was driven 
by two steam cylinders ‘placed 
either side of thé front wheel, and 
directly connected to, it, . The 
boiler was suspended id: front of 
the driving wheel and in guiding 
the clumsy vehiéle it was necessary 
to mova the welghtof.the cylinders 
and tie boller, “Qs well us the 
weight of the large wooden wheel: 
The boiler rosembled a tenkettle 
and in its prominent position it. 
made steering diffcults. The first 
demonstration was not a complete 
success... Mechanically the ‘por- 
formance was satisfactory, judged 
by the standards of! the time;. but, 
due to the ‘difficulty in steering or 
possibly to the excitement of the 
hour, the inventor Jost control and 
crashed into a stono wall, upset. 
ting his,cargo of human freight 
and giving them the fright of their 
lives. . For: this little episode he 
was sent to the Bastille, thus be- 
coming the first person “sent up” 
for a motor traffic accident. How- 
ever, hia status soon changed from 
that of a mialefactér to' benefactor, 
for he was rescued and granted a 
pension in recognition , of his 
achievements. eae 

Steam Coaches. 

Following Cugnot there were a 
number of men who attempted to 
attach steam engines to the wheels 
of carringes, but no advances of 
note were made for some time, In 
1801 a young British engineer, 
Richard Trevethick produced a 
working model which succeeded in 
hauling seven or cight passengers 
up a rather steep hill faster than 
aman could walk. Much attention 
was focused upon him and he 
might have been famous as a 
builder of steam coaches had’ he 
not been forced through bank- 
ruptcy to go back to the mines as 
an engineer. After Trevethick 
came Sir Goldsworthy Gurney, 
whose steam coach made regular 
trips between Cheltenham . and 
Gloucester more than a hundred 
years ago. His interesting carrl- 
ages were spectacular affalra with 
their loads of yaily dressed men 
and women trying to appear 
at their ease when most of them 
were having inward qualms, fear- 
Ing that the journcy might as Hke- 
ly end In purgatory as elsewhore. 
Small wonder they were nervous, 
for the steam generator was direct- 
ly underneath some of the passen- 
gers and boiler explosions were 
very frequent. Gurney attained a 
falr measure of success financially, 
but the opposition of his own 
class—land owners, breeders and 
users of horses—led him to aban- 
don the enterprise and no further 
attempt was made to popularise 
this type of road vehicle for many 
years to come. The novelty and 
glamour had disappeared and with. 
out doubt the costa of operation 
were too high to encourage gencral 
usage. Furthermore, the develop- 
ment of the steam automobile was 
arrosted by the growing success of 
railways, 

Although most of the anclent 
automobiles were driven by steam, 
some were operated by other 
sources of power. Even-before the 
steam engine had boen Invented by 
Watt, men had been experimenting 
with fuel burned in) a cylinder. 
Some had used gunpowder, others 
turpentine, but the results 
were ‘unsatisfactory, Most of 
the carly fnternal combustion 
engines were what {a cnll- 
eds alr-preasure engines. Gas 
was exploded In a cylinder to 
drive the piston to the top and so 
expel the air, As the burned gases 
condensed, the vacuum in tho 
cylinder was held and the prensure 
of the atmoaphere drove the piston 
downward, It wan during this 
downward stroke that the ronal 
work waa performed; heneo tho 
namo, alr-preasure ongine, ‘Several 
men made gas engines which por- 
formod n IIttle usoful work, bat tho 
one invonted by Samuel Brown In 
1820 waa the firat to be used to 
move a carringo.

“STONE THROWING, 


Military Police As 
Targets ! 


CANE FOR OFFENDERS, 


Four members of the Military 
Polica were the victims of atone 
throwing by Chinese boys in 
Spring Garden Lano on Fri- 
day | night. Two distinct in- 
stances’ were related before 
Mr. &. E. Lindsell at the 
Central Mngistracy yesterday 
when three boys were charg: 
edt. The firat instance occurred at 
10.20 pm, and the other over ut 
hour later, nt about 11.45... 

The complainants In the. first 
case were Lance-Corporal Jew of 
the King’s Own Scettish Border- 
ers, and Lance-Corpural Wood- 
house of the Somerset Light In- 
fantry, 

In this case two boys were 
charged with disorderly conduct, 
and. both pleaded “not guilty.” 

Minor Bombardment. 

Lance-Corporal Jew gave evi- 
dence against the firat accused. 
He sald that he and L/C. Wood- 
house were’ standing outside 
house No. 20 at 10.20 p.m., when 
a stone was thrown thelr way. 
They decided to act as if they 
did not notice it, Then other 
stones came thelr way, and wit- 
ness turned round just in time to 
see first accused threw a stone 
which hit him on the leg. At the 
same time second: accused , .alan 
threw a stone which fell short. 
Altogether four of five 
came thelr way. 

Aa soon af he was hit, L/C. 
Jew went after first accused and 
caught him. 

Accused: fT was out with my 
master™ when the witness seized 
me. I did not throw any stone, 
but if he says he saw me do it 
T muat sdmit. : 

Magistrate. (sternly); Did you 
or did you not throw the stone? 

Accused: ‘Well, I will admit It. 

Mr, Lindaell: Why waste the 
time of the Court by denying it 
at first. Ten strokes. 

+ Uncertain Identity. 

L/C, Woodhouse gave evidence 
against the second accused. His 
evidence was corroboration of the 
previous witness's statement. He 
saw the stone thrown by first ac- 
eused hit L/C. Jew ani one 
thrown by second accused fnll 
short. When L/C. Jew went 
after firat accused, he chased 
second accused, and caught him. 

Asked if he waa certain that 
the boy Jn Court was the one he

Two New Studies of 
Mussolini. 


WHITHER IS HE ‘LEADING? 


[By tho Viscountess Dunedin, C,1.1.] 
Mussolini, the autocrat of Italy, 
whose very name has become a 


symbol .for ruthless iron dlauipline, 
is one. of the most ' picturestue 
figures of modern times, Many 
efforts aro made to explain the 
secrot.of his power and to prophesy 
his destiny, 

Two such studies of the grent 
creator of Fasclsam have recently 
appeared. Tho first, '‘Musgolini 
and the New Italy” (Allenson, 7s. 
6d.), by Alexander Robertson, D.D., 
was published In America in 1028, 
and now appears in England in a 
new odition. Mr. Robertson Ja ob- 
viously an ardent worshipper of 
Mugzolini, and his book {a little 
more than a hymn of praise, a slight 
skotch made up of somo facts, somo 
photographs, and some flattery, Tho 
other, “Il Duce: The Life and Work 
of Benito Mussolini” (Williams and 
Norgate, 128. 6d.), @ morc_scrious 
study, ia by L. Kemechoy, a young 
Hungarian writer who dicd beforo 
the publication of his book. He, 
too, is a warm admiror of Il Duce— 
the critica nmust keep silent in Italy 
to-day—but his admiration is more 
discriminating and he has, a 
thorough . knowledge of modern 
Italy. The translation, also by a 
Hungarlan, Magda Vamos, is od- 
mirable, and the publishers have 
shown thelr good taste in deciding 
to leave untouched the slightly un- 
usual English “so instinct with tho 
spirlt or the author and with his 
enthusinsm for his subject.” 

An Excitable Boy. 

“Fools and balrns,” says the pro- 

verb, “should not ace half-done 
work,” and it {s much too soon to 
judge the results of Mussolin!’s fhr- 
reaching reforms in Italy. No falr 
eriticism of his experiment can be 
made until ho has ‘finished his 
gigantic task of “transforming 
nation of forty millions into 
his own {tmage," but his 
meteoric rine to power, the 
development of his striking 
personality, and the  funda- 
mental changes he has already 
brought about in Italy make a 
fascinating study. 
* Mussolini was born forty-seven 
years ago in the village of Forti. 
Hia = father = owas a black- 
smith, and from him his 
son inherits ‘his energy and 
his’ physical. strength. His 
mother waa a school teacher, gentle 
and highly strung. She it was who 
urged that Benito, when he left the 
village school, should go to Facnza 
to the College of the Salesian Friars, 
Instead of following his father’s 
trade, arguing that the boy needed 
diacipline,. He ‘was o restless, quar- 
relsome, excitabla child, full of that 
superabundant energy that’ ho had 
not yet learned to control. 

‘He had always, from his earliest 
years, what we call in Scotland a 
good concelt of himself, and an im- 
patient resentment of all discipline, 
which probably accounts for his 
turbulent career with the Salesian 
Friars. : 

“EF Will Kill Myself.” 

For a brief perlod he became o 
teacher himself, and we learn with 
no surprise that ho found his class 
quiet and obedient. But teach- 
Ing could not long reatrain 
that restless temperament. He 
wanted to travel, to go to 
Switzerland, and he soon thought 
of .a ‘way to gratify his 
desires, I¢ sont a totter homo: 
“My darling, sweetest mother, I 
havo a debt of honour, and Jf you do 
not send mo by telegram fifty Ire, 
I will {mmediately kill myself.” His 
devoted mother sent the money and 
he promptly decamped. ; 

It waa In Switzerland that his real 
education began.. He had no moriey, 
and ho was thorofore forced to take 
what work he could gat. He was by 
tirn a mason, an errand-boy, any- 
thing and ovorything. He Jearned 
something of foroign languages, 
something of Jife. He came under 
tho {nfluance of the futuro Russian 
revolutfonarica. s 

The Hope of the Soclallstn. 

Ho had a lovo-affair with a falr- 
haired Ruantan girl; frequonted 
Boctalint mestinga and Interrupted 
Emile Vandorvaldo, the great Bel- 
gian Soctalist, who was spoaking at 
a masa meeting on Christ ond 
Communism. Te met, Lenin and 
Trotsky, and for tong thoy 
regarded him an tholr great 
hopo in. Italy, but his par- 
sonality was too atrong and 
his Latin mind too-keon to be com-

He was finally thrown out of 
Switzerland as a tramp and a revo- 
lutionary—an order that was hastily 
erased from the Statute-béok when 
he came, back twenty years 
loter as Prime Minister of 
Italy. The years that . fol- 
lowed. were spent in Italy, 
politically actlve always, a Socialist 
agitator, and finally’ editor of 
L’Avanti, the contral organ of the 
Soclalist party. 

But with the War all was 
changed, and he soon found, Mko 
some vther leaders, that Socialism 
could serve his purpose no longer. 
D’Annunzio had boldly declared for 
war on the side of the Allies, and 
the youth of Italy had flocked to 
| follow him. Mussolini could: not 
have the youth of Italy following 
auyone but himself, so he ate his 
words, Hke many another politician 
‘before him, resigned his editorship 
of L’Avant!, and became the most 
energetic supporter of tha policy of 
‘war, From 1916 to 1917 he served 
with his regiment, the picturesque 
Bersagilori. ‘ 

No country nfter the War ended 
awaited more cagerly than Italy tho 
coming of Wilson, the American 
Messiah, who would fulfil her 
wildeat dreams of now fronticrs and 
colonics. He was received with 
warm enthusiasm. Rome propitiat- 
ed him with a golden sho-wolf, Turln 
with a bronze towor, The American 
Prophet pocketed the she-wolf and 
the tower, but remained uncon- 
vinced of Italy's claim to Dalmatia, 
D’Annunzio boldly declared “Wilson, 
this two-horse faced false prophet, 
is tho greatest humbug earth has 
ever cnrried on its back,” and again 
showed Mussolini the direction his 
will should tnke. Tho Soctalist 
agitator, the fighter for Internation- 
allsm, became the prophet of Na- 
tionallam., Yet once agaln ‘would 
the pect outrun the politician in his 
spectacular conquest of Flume, and 
D'Annunzlo's Fiume Conatitution 
supplied Mussolini later with a 
scheme for his Ministry of Trade 
Unions. The shrewd politician has 
always reallsed the sure {natinet 
that Inspires poetic Imagination, 
and now ho set to work to build up 
“y pwewerful military structure 
which would have to. he so. strong 
that, however events might turn out, 
'nobody would ever dare to move 
without {t” 

Tho Fascist Legions. 


“Tho sccret of power is will,” saya 
Mussollni, and all his will-power, his 
energy, his magnetic’ personality 
were brought to bear on the forma: 
tion of his Fascist legions, The 
beginning was humble enough A 
hundred and forty-five men, wearlng 
black shirta—-the Itallans always 
scem to change thelr shirts with 
theix politics——met in a quiet square 
on tho outskirts of Mulan, the kernal 
of tho great army that'was to atop 
the wave of Bolshoviam ovan thon 
advancing upon Italy. Day by day 
the numbers of the Fasclat! grow, 
and Mussolinf became mastor of tho 
situation, and such he has remained, 
“a modern Ceasar, at whose magle 
word have arisen waving -seas. of 
golden corn, behind whose Roman 
legions aro ranged ‘a forest of fac- 
torles, steamors, and oeroplancs— 
there ho stands at tho head of his 
troopa’—leading them whore? i 

Italy owes hor proapority, hor 
very economic existence to-day, to 
thia man's bold, sure leadership in 
her hour of nead. “He hoa avery 
quality of the born fendor, self: 
confidence and magnetism, courage 
and calculation. ““L take full power, 
for I assumo full responsibility.”
